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ASI approves 
96/97 budget

Associated Students, Inc. passed the 1996- 
97 budget with one dissenting vote and two 
abstentions. 

The Finance and Budget Committee, 
chaired by Rich Edgar, ASI vice president of 
finance, worked on the budget for eight 
months. Members of the committee were 
student volunteers. 

Arnolfo Lara, ASI director of Arts and Sci- 
ences, voted against the budget because he said 
he was concerned over the allocation of money. 

California Assistant Migrant Program 
(CAMP) will receive $7,000 of the $20,900 the 
program requested. CAMP received $7,000 for 
the 1995-96 year, but asked for more because 
they are expecting a five to 25 percent cut from 
the federal government. 

CAMP offers migrant students and seasonal 
workers programs suchas tutoring, counseling, 
classes and financial assistance with the goal of 
retaining students. 


CAMP has served almost 500 students who 
are currently attending CSUS, including Lara. 

“These programs are close to me. Some of 
my constituents have asked me what to do,” 
Lara said. 

Marcos Sanchez, director of CAMP, ad- 
dressed the ASI board during the meeting, 
saying he was disappointed with the budget. He 
said ASI’s recommendations were not compat-

Starting a business or even taking 
over an existing business is a scary 
process, especially for the young and 
inexperienced. This holds true for even 
college graduates who hold degrees in 
business. Although a college educa- 
tionis invaluable in the business world, 
classroom experience and real life are 
two different things—a fact that gradu- 
ates quickly discover. 

To help bridge the gap between the 
classroom and the business commu- 
nity, the Sacramento Entrepreneurship 
Academy was founded in 1986 by lo- 
cal real estate developer Jim Corbett. 
Created to support students with entre- 
preneurial aspirations and goals, the 


_ Academy helps students become suc- 


cessful business leaders. Each year, the 
Academy recruits full-time juniors, 
seniors and graduate students from the 
University of California Davis and 
CSUS. One of only five such organiza- 
tions nationwide, it provides CSUS 
students with a unique opportunity. 
“One of the main things we get from 
the program is how important it is to 
make money ethically,” said Brian Bull, 


ible with the “‘students first” slogan. 

He questioned why programs dealing di- 
rectly with students such as the Engineering 
and Computer Science Center, the Ethnic Stud- 
ies Science Project and the Science Educational 
Equity program were denied ASI funding. 

Representatives were allowed to speak on 
behalf of their organization during a 15-minute 
open forum or as part of the agenda. 

ASI President J.P. Werlin said the students 
whoserved on the Finance and Budget commit- 
tee “have done their best to reflect constituency 
on campus.” 

Edgarsaid the committee interviewed people 
and looked into the campus community to help 
determine the budget. 

“This was a tough decision. More money 
was requested than we had allocated,” said 
Edgar. 

He said the Ethnic Studies Science project 
was told to look for alternative funding last year 
and did not. Also, the organization helps six 
students per year. Edgar said other organiza- 
tions benefit more students. 

The Science Education Equity turned in 
their application late, as did the Festival of New 
American music. Each request was denied. 

Health Education Outreach, which received 
$11,333 from the 1995-96 ASI budget, was 
denied any funding. Edgar said the committee 
made this decision because the Health Center

' TheAcademy’s goal istohelp stimu- 
late business growth in the Sacramento 
area. They accomplish this by recruit- 
ing, developing, supporting and retain- 
ing upcoming entrepreneurs who have 
the desire and talent to start new, inno- 
vative businesses in the Sacramento 
area. 

“We're looking for people in all 
majors—notjustnecessarily business,” 
Executive Director of the Academy 
Marsha Jeppeson said. “We like to 
recruit a wide variety of students but 
we prefer they be close to graduation. 
Occasionally we have a few students 
who have just graduated.” 

Anon-profit organization, the Acad- 
emy is funded and staffed by a group of 
approximately 35 local business pro- 
fessionals, who comprise the Acad- 
emy board of directors, as well as advi- 
sors from UC Davis and CSUS. 

“Our focus is on recruiting people 
of college age who think they want to 
create a business in the Sacramento 
area,” Jeppeson said. “We like to see 
students who have a wide variety of 
experience in different fields, not just 
school. The experience does not neces- 


sarily need to be in business itcan be 
work they have done for non-profit 
organizations and just experience 
dealing with people.” 

Each of the Board members, in 
addition to the time and expertise 
they supply, contributes aminimum 
of $1,000 annually to support the 
program. 

“In the program you have ac- 
cessibility to the CEOs of a vari- 
ety of businesses,” Tuan Do, a 
CSUS business major enrolled in 
the Academy, said. “It’s a place 
where the leaders of businesses 
are enthusiastic about teaching 
you business.” 

The one-year intensive program 
costs students $200 for each semes- 
ter and is designed to augment their 
university education. 

“We don’t try to compete with 
the university. Our goal ‘is to aug- 
ment what they are learning in the 
classroom by giving them the 
chance to interact with established 
businessmen in the area,” 
Jeppeson said.

receives $41 per student each semester 
from student fees. In addition, students 
who sign up for the Augmented Health 
Plan pay $25 per semester. 

“They (the Health Center) get more 
money than us,” Edgar said. 

The decision to end funding for 
the Engineering and Computer Sci- 
ence Center was in part because no 
other department receives special 
funding. 

“This (the Engineering and Com- 
puter Science Center is a great pro- 
gram,” Edgar siad. “But we are basi- 
cally helping a school fund its tutorial 
services.

The marching band succeeded in 
gaining $30,000 from the new budget 
after not applying last year. 

“Weare going tohavea great march- 
ing band next year,” Edgar said. He 
added that the money allocated will go 
toward paying the salary of a full time 
marching banddirector. Two ASI Board 
Members will sit on the committee to 
pick the director in a nationwide search. 

The board increased the amount of 
money available for clubs and organi- 
zations through the Dollars for Orga- 
nizations Committee by $11,000.

“A certain percentage of the 
money we take in must be.on hand in 
cash reserves according to our agree- 
ment with the university,” Edgar said. 

The new budget also allows

board of directors.

ences located on the first floor of the 
science building. 
' “I’ve heard students say they

"the right to kill animals and then 


mountthem fordisplay,” Jim Tilley the 
museum’s curator said. “This is not 
how we acquire the animals on dis- 
play.” 

Tilley who knows the history of 
every display in the room, many he 
assembled himself, said the univer- 
sity was notresponsible for the deaths 
of any of the animals on display. 

“Many of the animals were seized 
by customs officials as they were 
being smuggled into or out of the 
country and later given to the univer- 
sity. Others were animals found sick 
or dying by the fish and game depart- 
ment that they gave to us after they 
died,” he said. Tilley, a skilled taxi-

dermist, said he then stuffed and 
mounted the animals. “Others were 
donated tous. The African Elks came 
from acouple who had always wanted 
to go on safari and began to collect 
African items and bequeathed them 


‘to the university when they died. The 


deer came from the Children’s mu- 
seum when they moved, unable to 
house their whole collection, they 
donated them to us.” 

Tilley went on to explain that each 
piece of the collection had its own 
history and unique story surrounding 
its acquisition. 

Many of the animals date as far back 
as the early 1900s and are quite rare, as

‘Kindred’ Spirits: Fox’s new TV show characters 
reminicient of Anne Rice’s supernatural creations

Their’s is a world of darkness and 
shadow. Their luminescent eyes only 
open to a canvas of night strewn with 
stars and a glowing moon. They are 
kindred, children of the night; they 
are vampires and now they’re the 
newest of Aaron Spelling’s projects 
in“FOX’s Kindred: The Embraced.” 

Wednesday nights at 9:00 p.m., 
after Beverly Hills 90210 fans have 
gotten their fix of murder, deception 
and sex, anew generation of vampire 
is taking over television. But is the 
show’s material new, or are the simi- 
larities between the program and the 
works of Anne Rice more than a 
coincidence? Do the Kindred’s and 
Rice’s characters come from the same 
grave, so to speak? 

Let’s begin with the kindred 
prince, Julian Luna, played by Mark 
Frankel. Both Julian and Rice’s most 
famous character, Lestat, share a love 
of humans which is highly uncom- 
monamongst vampires, making them 





attractive to a human audience. One 
difference between the two is that, 
while both are called princes by their 
peers, Lestat’s full title of “brat 
prince” commands a little less re- 
spect. 

Julian, more of a mafia boss than 
a prince, governs the vampires of 
San Francisco with the help of a 
cabinet of primogens, representatives 
from various vampire clans. 

Then there is Sasha, played by 
Brigid Walsh. Sasha is Julian’s last 
living relative. Julian, who wants 
Sasha to live a full life, tries to pro- 
tect Sasha from the kindred world. In 
an attempt to provoke Julian, the 
leader of the Brouha, arival clan, has 
Sasha embraced against her will. 
With Brouha blood inside of her, 
Sasha is estranged from all the people 
she loves. Her love for Julian’s body 
guard, Cash, is hard to hold on to in 
the face of clan prejudice and the 
growing anger inside of her. 

Julian’s relationship with Sasha, 
and Sasha’s subsequent embrace, is 
reminiscent of the relationship be- 


tween Rice’s creations Maharet and 
Jessie. Maharet, who plays the role 
of family historian to her human de- 
scendants, tries to protect her de- 
scendant Jessie from the vampire 
world. However, Maharet uninten- 
tionally leads Jessie on a path which 
ends in Jessie’s eventually becoming 
a vampire. Hmm. 

Last, there is Zane, the musician 
gone mad. With music constantly 
playing in his head, who cannot help 
himself from embracing humans 
against their will. Zane, who threat- 
ens the masquerade vampires play in 
order to live amongst humans, says, 


_ “Live hard, die young, and leave a 


good looking corpse.” 

Zane seems to be grafted from 
Rice characters: Nicholasand Lestat. 
Lestat became a rock star in order to 
reveal the presence of vampires to 
the mortal world. Nicholas went nad 
after he became a vampire and 
founded the Theatres de Vampires, 
where vampires performed under the 
noses of unsuspecting mortals. Hmm. 

The world of the Kindred is 


not exactly like the world that 
Rice has created. The concept of 
a vampire mafia is ingenious, and 
while Rice’s vampires are usu- 
ally solitary and avoid interac- 
tions with mortals, the Kindred 
live as a community, working 
side- by-side with humans. 

In fact, Julian’s old lover and 
primogen for the Toreador clan, Lily, 
played by Stacy Haiduk, runs the 
Haven, a club patroned by humans 
and kindred alike. 

Speaking of clans, that idea is 
another winner. With the various 
clans representing the many facets of 
the vampire myth, the kindred fit 
into mortal society more than their 
Rice-created counterparts. 

This new series may have a lot of 
character overlap with the creations of 
Anne Rice, but it does offer a new twist 
to the vampire myth. With actors lixe 
Jeff Kober and C. Thomas Howell, 
who plays a cop caught between the 
kindred world and the world of mor- 
tals, “Kindred: The Embraced” will 
provide a quick fix for a blood lust.

ney who is familiar with entrepreneur- 
ship,” Jeppeson said. 

If accepted to the Academy after an 
intense interview the students agree 
to adhere to strict standards and re- 
quirements. They must dress in busi- 
ness suits for each of the weekend 
sessions held over two semesters. 
They are required to write thank you 
letters to all speakers who address 
the group. And above all they must 
be on time. Students are divided up 
into smaller groups at the start of the 
program and then spend over a 150 
hours working on a business plan 
over the next two semesters. 

“Although the students only pay 
$200 tuition it costs over $2,000 to 
put a student through the program,” 
Associated Students, Inc. President, 
and graduate of the Academy, J.P. 
Werlin said.

The Academy’s record is impres- 
sive. A 1993 survey of the program’s 
graduates showed that 37.5 percent 
had started a business within five years 
of graduating from college. 

“It gives you a lot of experience by 
taking you through the actual steps you 
would have to go through in an actual 
business start-up,” CSUS student and 
program participant, Cheng Chih Lin 
said. 

The Academy’s office is currently 
housed in the Price Waterhouse offices 
on Capitol Mall, and the Saturday busi- 
ness sessions are held at the West Sac- 
ramento headquarters of Towerrecords. 

The businesses who participate in 
the program range from the Capital 
Coors Company, a beer supplier to the 
Sacramento Commercial bank, and the 
diversity of operations rangés from bio- 
tech companies to roofing companies.

Our 
nation wants to win the gold in basketball so 
much that we’ve joined other nations and use 
our nation’s professional athletes in the games. 

‘One of the greatest aspects of Olympics past 


was the fact that amateurs, not professionals, | 


were competing for the glory of the nation. This 
also has another important impact— it makes 
money for whomever prints the shirts, caps and 
other forms of apparel for the team and itmakes 
bucks for the network broadcasting the event: 

Use of professional athletes brings in prob- 
lems. With NBA players such as Shaquille 
O’Neal, for example, some problems can erupt 
from having too many commercial dealings in 
the Summer Games. During the 1992 Olympic 
Games.in Seoul there was a bit of a spat involv- 

O'Neal, who initially refused, to wear the . 
team uniforms because they were produced by 
Nike, the-arch-rival of Shaq’s shoe Company, 
Reebok. Here we have an adult athlete threaten- 
ing not to take part in one of the most glorious 
events in sports because of a shoe-contract 
conflict! I find that, at best, a horrible example 
of misplaced loyalty. At worst, it’s despicable. 

The thirst to sell tickets, shirts and jackets 
and other team items is so great that sometimes 
good taste is thrown to the wind. While it may 
be an old and dead topic, the San Francisco 
49ers’ announcement before the Superbowl 
regarding a jersey color change from the tradi- 
tional 49er red and gold to burgandy and gold 
had anunderlying purpose: tomake moremoney 
off fans who would purchase the new apparel in 
droves. This is a tasteless and completely mer- 
cantile practice and one which, however, will 
not end any time soon. 

In fact, don’t be surprised to see the San 
Francisco Giants change the team’s logo in 
some manner, such as changing the style of the 
jersey’ s lettering. Why? The Giants need around 
$50 million dollars to build the new ballpark in 
China Basin, and I’m positive that the organiza- 
tion will do its best in sticking the cost to the 
fans. I’ ve already read rumors of Personal Seat 
Licenses (or Pretty Suspicious Larceny as I call 
It) for season tickets in the new ballpark. 

Today money talks more than ever at the ol’ 
ballpark. Just look at teams cutting down their 
payrolls, the rising prices of tickets and items at 
the concession stand (As muchas I hate myself, 
I plunk down my $3.50 for a polish dog at The 
‘Stick) and the rising salaries of players— the 
fans’ money, not the fans themselves, are what 
owners want. 

What can we do as fans, you may ask? Well, 
not a heck of a lot.

As chair of the Department of His- 
tory, I feel constrained to add my voice 
to the murmuring occasioned by Jer- 
emy Wilburne’s April 16th article on 
the University of California’s alleged 
“Contempt” for courses taken by trans- 
fer candidates at CSUS and for CSUS 
degrees. 

I have done some checking on the 
articulation of courses between UC 
campuses and CSUS. It is a thorny 
thicket, indeed, since UC is highly de- 
centralized and each school sets its 
own standards on transfer courses. I 
did discover, however, that English 1A 







While the assumption can 
be made that the decision to 
cut those programs was not 
an easy one, it does not ease 
the situation. For a program 
like CAMP, which is expect- 
ing aconsiderable cut in Fed- 
eral funding in the upcom- 
ing fiscal year, coming to 
terms with not receiving an 
increase in funding will be dif- 
ficult.

Perhaps spreading funding a 
little further, rather than award- 
ing such a large sum to the 
Marching Band, would have 
been a more positive step to 
avoid such unfortunate elimi- 
nation of valuable student pro- 
grams. 


and English 1B are articulated with UC 
Berkeley under the CAN (California 
Articulation Number) system, which 
means that the CSUS courses will be 
accepted for the same purpose at UC 
Berkeley. Mr. Wilburne’s character- 
ization of articulation between the two 
schools seems terribly oversimplified. 

Regarding the acceptance of CSUS 
History graduates directly into the UC 
graduate programs, I agree it would be 
foolish to underestimate UC’s elitist 
attitudes toward the California State 
University. On the other hand, students 
with bachelors degrees in History from 
‘CSUS have continued on to impressive 
cateers in the “spiny woods of aca- 
deme,” including the University of 
California. Moreover, the History De- 
partment has no trouble placing its 
masters graduates in top-notch Ph.D. 
programs throughout the country, in- 
cluding many UC campuses. 

I concur with Professor Torcom of 
Government urging Hornet writers to 
do their research, “get their facts 
straight” and write balanced articles. | 
also want to assure student readers of 
the Hornet that they are not wasting 
their money or their time at CSUS; at 
least in History and other programs 
with which I am familiar they are re- 
ceiving a high-quality education that 
will benefit them for the rest of their 
lives.
